in London, and to pay the Proprietors of ſuch Clipt 
or Counterfeit Money in Guinea's, or give them Se- 

' curity to their Satisfaction to repay them in Mill'd 
 -Money, fo ſoon as it ſhall be coined. 

All which Clipt Money the DircRors will pay in- 
to His Majeſty's Exchequer by way of Loan upon 
any Fund that ſhall be fertled by Parliament, and 
will ſend all the Counterfeit-Money to the Mint to be 
melted down, aſſayed, and coined uxo New Money.
